HOME OPENER UNBEATEN STREAK ON THE LINE 

The Revs enter Saturday’s match against Vancouver riding a seven-game unbeaten streak in 
home openers, posting a 6-0-1 record in the season’s first home game since 2007 ... the last 
team to defeat the Revs at Gillette Stadium in a home opener was the Chicago Fire on April 
3, 2006 - a 2-1 defeat... during the current unbeaten streak, the Revs have outscored their 
opponents, 16-3, and have posted four shutout victories. 

EARLIEST OPENER EVER 

Saturday's home opener will be the earliest the Revolution ever has opened its home sched¬ 
ule ... Saturday's March 22 opener is the earliest in club history by a day - in 2013, the team 
opened on March 23. 

2014 KIT MAKES FULL DEBUT 

Saturday's match against Vancouver will be the first time the Revs wear their complete new 
2014 adidas primary kit... the jersey was officially launched on March 4 at Royale in Boston, 
Mass., as part of MLS’s “Jersey Week"... the Revs wore the new jersey and socks in Houston 
(March 8) but did not have the white shorts to complete the new look. 

TIERNEY CAPTAIN’S REVS 

Chris Tierney wore the captain’s armband in last Saturday’s match against the Philadelphia 
Union ... the match marked the third time that Tierney was named team captain for a regular- 
season match ... Tierney - now in his seventh season with the Revs - captained the squad in 
New York on April 20, 2013, and then again against Philadelphia on April 27, 2013 ... Tierney, 
the team's current longest-tenured player, is ranked in the top 10 in several Revolution club 
records: appearances (eighth, 133), starts (eighth, 122), minutes played (eighth, 10,705), as¬ 
sists (eighth, 21), game-winning assists (third, 10), assists per 90 minutes (fifth, 0.18,), assists 
per game (tied for fifth, 0.16) and corner kicks (third, 220). 

FARRELL MANS THE MIDDLE 

Andrew Farrell - who started at right back in all 32 matches in which he appeared as a rookie 
in 2013 - made his 2014 season debut against Philadelphia last Saturday in a slightly different 
fashion ... the second-year player out of Louisville lined up as a center back alongside A.J. 
Soares, instead of his familiar right back position ... Farrell played 90 minutes in his season 
debut last Saturday, and completed 84.84 percent of his passes out of the back. 


KNIGHTON, KOBAYASHI SET TO FACE OLD SQUAD 

Brad Knighton and Daigo Kobayashi could both make their first appearances against their 
former club on Saturday ... Knighton spent the last two seasons with the Whitecaps, posting a 
9-6-5 record with five shutouts in 21 appearances in 2012 and 2013 ...

Chris Tierney, the Revs’ longest-tenured player, is one of MLS’ most dangerous - and accurate 
- free kick takers ... the left-footed Tierney topped Opta’s list of most accurate free-kick takers 
since 2011, as published by MLSSoccer.com early in 2014 ... his average deviation off target of 
7.81 degrees bettered second-place Jeff Larentowicz... Houston’s Brad Davis - considered by 
many the top set-piece taker in the league - had a variance of 13.24 degrees off target. 

MULLINS MAKES QUICK IMPACT 

Rookie Patrick Mullins was one of college soccer’s most dangerous scorers at Maryland, scor¬ 
ing 47 goals and adding 35 assists in 92 career matches ... a two-time MAC Hermann Trophy 
winner, Mullins has seemingly adjusted to MLS after working with the Revs’ starting group 
for much of the team’s preseason trip to Tucson ... Mullins capped off the 16-day, four-match 
trip with a goal in the team's 2-2 draw against Colorado on Saturday, March 1 ... Mullins, who 
mostly played as a striker at Maryland, earned the start at right wing at Houston (March 8) in 
the season opener, but was not among the 18 last weekend in Philadelphia. 


“ROWEING” TO WINS 

Kelyn Rowe had one of the more impressive sophomore campaigns of any MLS history in 
recent history ... the 22-year-old scored seven goals and added a team-best eight assists in 
33 appearances last year, while developing his now familiar “Roweing” goal celebration ... his 
two-year resume is so impressive that Rowe has already been cited as an upstart candidate 
for 2014 MLS MVP: “A lot of that falls on the shoulders of Rowe, who has the talent to be 
an MVP candidate. Seriously: He is one of my dark-horse picks this year. - Matt Doyle, 
MLSSoccer.com analyst. 

BATTLE BETWEEN THE POSTS 

Bobby Shuttleworth and Brad Knighton are both fighting for the starting goalkeeper position in 
2014 after the retirement of Matt Reis in 2013 ... both have been periodic starters in their ca¬ 
reers, but both have yet to establish themselves as consistent day-to-day starting goalkeepers 
... Shuttleworth earned the start in the first two games, but according to Heaps, the competition 
will be ongoing throughout the season.

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FLAG OF NEW ENGLAND 



Long before the sewing of the American flag as we know it - before there were the 
United States, and hundreds of years before its slightly-altered stars and stripes 
emerged on the Revolution club badge - a flag of a different design was flown proudly in 
the early colonies that now comprise New England. 

Historic Revolutionary War artist John Trumbull’s depiction of the Battle of Bunker Hill 
featured a red flag with a green pine tree, which often served as a representation of the 
New England colonies. While historians argue the exact dates of origin of this early flag, 
over time, the design stood out as a symbol of honor for the territory. 

It was a reflection of unification. It's fbwn as an homage to the region's pride and pas¬ 
sion. 

No group has more pride or passion than Revolution supporters, who have fbwn the flag 
of New England in Gillette Stadium, and the former Foxboro Stadium, since the club’s 
inception in 1996. 

With such a deep connection to both club and country on many different levels, the 
flag of New England now adorns the Revolution’s uniforms - both as testament to the 
region’s revolutionary history, and as a visual representation of the club’s supporters. 

Situated on the back of the jersey, at the base of the neck - a position reserved for the 
most meaningful representations on soccer jerseys - the flag of New England now lives 
in honor on the back of every New England Revolution jersey. 

Sitting above the players’ last names, the Revolution and supporters alike are reminded 
that the club holds true to its community’s historic roots in reverence, and continues to 
proudly represent the historic region of New England, while symbolically bringing the 
supporters onto the field, each and every game.
